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REPORT OF BOARD OF CONTROL. 


OF THE PENITENTIARY. 
JACESON, Miss, Dec. 8, 1887. 
To Hon. Robert Lowry, Governor: 


Srr:—We herewith submit to you and through you to the Leg- 
islature the following report of the proceedings of the Board of 
Control of the Penitentiary ofthis State, to date. 

By an Act of the Legislature, approved Mareh 17, 1886, the 
Railrond Commissioners were made and constituted a Board of 
Control of the Penitentiary. This Board immediately organized 
and began the administration of the duties made incumbent by 
said Act, as best they could under the circumstances. The Pen- 
itentiary having been for a long number of years leased, the State 
virtually parting with allauthority over it, there was necessa- 
rily much friction when an effort was made to re-assume, and  re- 
tainsto some'extent, the management and control thereof by 
the officers of the State under and by virtue of the law above re- 
ferred to. This Act also provided a scheme by which the Penis 
tentiary and convicts were to be leased to the Gulfand Ship Is- 
land Railroad Company, and further, that unless said company 
should within thirty days after the passage of said Act, com- 
ply with all the provisions of an Act approved March 13, 1884, 
by virtue of which said company claimed to hold the Penitentiary 
and convicts, then allright, title and interest of said company 
should be forfeited, and the lease revert to Hamilton, Allen & Co., 
Lesses, who should keep possession of the same until the expira- 
tion of their lease, January 1, 1887. 

The said railroad company having failed to take any steps to 
comply with this provision of said Act of March 12, 18814, and 
being doubtful of our powers under the law, we made the fol- 
lowing order upon our minutes, to wit: ‘Ordered. that the Gulf 
and Ship Island Railroad Company having failed to tender a bond 
for approval by the Board of Control of the State Penitentiary as 
authorized be section 2 of an Act: entitled an Act to create a 
Board of Control of the Penitentiary and for other purposes, ap- 
proved March 17, 1886, and the lease of the Penitentiary having 
reverted under said Act of the Legi-lature to Messrs. Hamilton, 
Allen & Co., until the expiration of their lease, January 1, 1897, 
and doubts having arisen as to the extent of the duties and pow- 
ers devolving upon the Board of Control during a continuation of 
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such unexpired lease, the chairman of this Board request His Ex- 
` eelleney, the Govenor, if in his judgment consistent with .ue pub- 
lic interest to solicit officially for the guidance of this Board, the 
opinion of the Attorney General as to the extent of the duties and 
powers of the Board of Control during the said unexpired lease 
and especially as to the repairs'and improvements under sections 
11 and 12 of said Act, as to the inspection of the Penitentiary un- 
der sections 13, and as to the appointment and control of guards 
under section 14 and 15. 

The opinion of the Attorney General in reference to the above 
was as follows: 

Jackson, Miss., April 29, 1886. 
Hon. Robert Lowry, Governor of the State of Mississippi. 

Dear S1r:—Replying to your note ofthe 27th inst. enclosing 
resolutions of Railroad Commission, in whieh you request my 
opinion touching the present duties and powers of the Board of 
Control of the State Penitentiary under the Act creating the 
same, approved March 17, 1886, and especially as to repairs and 
improvements under section 12 of said Act, I have the honor to 
say that having carefully examined the Act in question I con- 
clude that the powers and duties conferred upon the Board of 
Control by sections 12, 18, 14, 15 and 16 are to be immediately 
exercised. Since the passage of said Act, power to contract for 
repairs of the Penitentiary building, or other pruperty connected 
withthe Penitentiary, has been vested solely in the Board of Con- 
trol, section 11 having repealed all previous Acts authorizing any 
other officer or person to make such contracts. 

By section 12 the Board of Control are authorized to contract 
in writing for any repairs of the buildings or property actually 
needed. 

This, in case of accident to the building not occasioned by the 
default of the Lesses; but before any work is done the contracts 
must be approved by the Board of Control and the Superintend- 
ent of the Penitentiary, and filed in the office of the Treasurer. 

Section 13 imposes upon the Board the duty of frequently in- 
specting *'the Penitentiary and seeing to the observance of all 
the laws relating to its management by the Lessees, Contractors, 
Superintendent and all other persons connected therewith. 

Section 14 makes it the duty of the Board of Control to direct 
how ‘the convicts shall be guarded, and requires them to select 
the guard.” ‘‘This not to interfere with any existing contract 
relating to guards.” 

Section 15 gives the Board of Control ‘‘general authority and 
jurisdiction over the Penitentiary and convicts, subject to the ex- 
isting contracts.” 

Section 16 appropriates money for the proper exercise of the. 
powers confer: ed. Respt etfully,

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A copy of the foregoing opinion of the Attorney General was 
at once furnished the Lessees, and the Board proceeded to the ad- 
ministration of the law as interpreted, and on May 4th, 1886, the 
following additional order was made and entered upon the min- 
utes of Board, viz : 

Ordered, that the Chairman of this Board request Hou. Robert 
Lowry, Governor. if in his judgment consistent with the public 
interest, to solicit the opinion of the Attorney General, as to 
whether or not itis the duty of the Board of Control under the 
Act of March 17th, 1886, entitled “an Act to create a Board of 
Control of the Penitentiary, and for other purposes,” to ‘‘take ac- 

_ tion for the collection of any part of the past indebtedness to the 
State by the Lessees,” and in reference to the matter mentioned 
in the foregoing order the Attorney General gave the following 
order : < 
Jackson, Miss., May 7, 1887. 

` His Excellency, Robert Lowry, Governor of Mississippi : 


Str—Having attentively considered your note of the 4th inst. 
covering resolution of the Board of Control, of the State Peni- 
tentiary, requesting through you my opinion upon the question 
whether or not itis their duty. under the Act of March 17th, 
1886, creating said Board of Control, to take action for the col- 
lection of any part of the indebtedness to the State by the Lessees, 
I reply as follows: 

That while said Board by section 15, of said act, is vested with 
full authority and power over the Penitentiary and convicts and 
the lease, transfer and hiring thereof, and is authorized and em- 
powered to act in reference thereto, as it inits discretion may deem 
best, whether the power and authority is especially conferred in 
the act or not, these powers are subject to existing rules and con- 
tracts. I do not understand from the language employed that the 
duty is now devolved upon the Board to take action respecting the 
recovery of moneys that may be due the State from the Lessees 
for past rent and hire under their contract. It will be their duty 
however, at the end of the current year, to state the account with 
the Lessees as heretofore required of the Board of Public Works 
and others. 

I do not understand that the act under consideration re- 
peals section 2 of an Act entitled an Act in relation to funds aris- 
ing from the lease of the Mississippi Penitentiary, approved March 
12th, 1884, which makes it the duty of the Attorney General, 
upon being notified by the Governor of such failnre or refusal to 
pay the amount due, to institute suit at once, etc. In other words 
I think that the duty of causing action to be commenced for the 
recovery of what may now be due by notifying the Attorney Gen- 
eral is still devolved upon the Executive by the act of 1884, supra, 
and sinee in your note before me you say the unpaid indebtedness 
of the Lessees of the Penitentiary is for the rent of 1885. as per 
your message to the Legislature of 1886, I shall deem it my duty 
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to regard that as the notification provided for by section 2 of said 
Act ef 1884, and to proceed thereon accordingly. 

I have deemed the subject of the alleged right of the Lessees to 
pay the rent in repairs, improvements or machinery foreign to 
the question submitted and only proper to be considered when I 
present the State's claim.

SUITS, 


The result was that suit was very soon begun in the Gircuit 
court of Hinds county for the recovery of balance due the State 
for the year 1885, and thesameis still pending in said court. 

There was, however, some delay in this suit, which was occa- 
sioned on account of a proposition submitted bythe former Lessees, 
looking to a compromise, the acceptance of which we felt disposed 
to recommend should the matter have gotten in a shape to do so, 
but the negotiations fell through 

On the 2nd of February, 1857, Hamilton. Allen & Co.. former 
Lessees, having failed to pay into the State Treasury the amount 
due by them for the year 1886, the Attorney General was re- 
quested to bring suit for that amount also. This suit was insti- 
tuted and is still pending in said Circuit court; the aggregate 
sued for amounting to the sum of $78,840 and interest. 


GUARDS. 


Looking to the proper control and treatment of convicts the 
Board made an order prohibiting any person from being employed 
as guard, unless the applicant should furnish a written recommen- 
dation, signed by three reputable citizens, stating that he is of 
good moral character, of sober and industrious habits, and a guit- 
able person to be employed as a guard. Applicants were further 
required fo take and subscribe an obligation binding themselves 
to obey the orders of the officers over them, and to carry out the 
laws, and rules and regulations, for the government of the Peni- 
tentiary, and the orders of the Board of Control while guarding. 
The reason for this precautionary requirement is manifest. We 
have, however, experienced great difficulty in securing a compli- 
ance therewith, and there have been some abuses of convicts, the 
parties indulging in them having in all instances been at one 
discharged upon the knowledge of such abuse being brought to 
the Board. The practice of using convicts for guards has for a 
long time prevailed. The Board deeming this inconsistent with 
proper prison management, have been disigent in their efforts to 
do away with it, but have been unable to altogether succeed, the 
' Lessees giving as an excuse for not complying with our order pro- 
hibiting same, that they were unable to secure free guards, Their 
inability to do so is, in our opinion, the result of a failure to offer 
sufficient wages. 
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INSPECTIONS. 


We'bave inspected the convicts at the walls and at the different- 
camps as often as our other duties would permit, and endeavored 
to see that the prisoners were properly fed and clothed, and not 
overworked, aud that suitable, comfortable and safe quarters were 
provided, and that the hospitals for the sick were furnished with 
such medicine and articles of food, bedding and diet, as were pre- 
seribed by the Physician in charge, and as our own observation 
suggested. We have also required that the Superintendent visit 
the different camps as often as practicable, and to report to us 
fully as to the condition and treatment of convicts, and we take 
occasion to say that he has been faithfulin the discharge of 
his duties, always looking to the welfare of the prisoners, the 
proper execution of the laws, and the enforcement of the rules 
and regulations adopted by the Board of Control. We also re- 
quired the Lessees to make monthly reports giving the condition 
of each convict, stating how many days each has been sick, if 
any, the amount of punishment inflicted, by whom, and the char- 
acter of the same. The sick atthe walls are attended by Dr. 
Wirt Johnston, Physician to the Penitentiary, under whose direc- 
tion the hospital is supplied with such medicines, food, bedding, 
and other articles, as are by him deemed necessary, and we feel 
safe in assuring those who may have aninterest in the matter 
that he is both a competent physician, and faithful and unswerv- 
ing in the discharge of his duties. 


REPAIRS. 


The residence of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary being 
much out of repair, the Board after having made plans and speci- 
fications on July 20, 1886, let the contract for repairing the same, 
after giving noticein the Jackson papers that said contract would 
on said day be let, and the work was afterwards done at a cost of 
$657. This contract, as well asthe others for repairs referred to 
in this report, is on file in the office of the State Treasurer. In 
order to preserve the heating engine in the main building, and to 
render the same useful, it was necessary to have a ditch dug 
from the pit in the basement where it was located, and to put. 
therein a pipe to convey the seip water which accumulatedaround 
the engine to the outside of the wall. The contract for this work 
was also let to the lowest bidder, after notice given, and the work 
done at a cost of $74.85. In the.early part of the present year 
the wash house at the Penitentiary took fire and was nearly con- 
sumed and the work of repairing the same together with a small 
amount for repairing cistern was done at a cost of $16490. The 
cooking range being almost worn out, it was necessary to purchase 
some new parts for the same. This was done and then placed. in 
position at a cost of $81.84. There are other repairs very much 
needed. The shed which protects the engine that runs the ma- 
chinery of the Penitentiary is in a very dilapidated condition and, 
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we think that it should be enclosed and covered with a new iron 
roof, this engine being very valuable; and the main prison build- 
ing, containing the cells in which prisoners are confined at night, 
should, in our opinion, be ceiled overhead, in order that the same 
may be made comfortable during cold weather; and the building 
in which the offices are, is needing a new roof, and will inthe near 
future have to be recovered to preserve the property. 


WORKING CONVICTS AT MECHANICAL EMPLOYMEMT OUT. 
SIDE,OF WALLS PROHIBITED. 


Under the system in use prior to the organization of this Board: 
convicts were worked by the Lessees outside of the walls of the 
Penitentiary at mechanical employment. This gave much disat- 
isfaction in and around the city of Jackson, and so great was the 
complaint on this account that a petitioh, signed by a number of 
mechanics and other citizens, was filed with the Board asking 
that an order be made prohibiting the custom or practice, where- 
upon the Board on the 21st day of July, 1886, 
made an order granting the prayer of petitioners. 
Another crder was made prohibiting convicts from being per- 
mitted to go at large without guards, except in cases of teamsters 
hauling wood, ete., and then only upon the written permit of the 
Superintendent. i 


LEASE TO G. & S. I. R. R. COMPANY. 


The Gulfand Ship Island Railroad Company having,on the31st 
of July,1886, made application for theleaseand transfer of the Pen- 
itentiary and convicts under the said Act of March 17th, 1886,the 
Attorney General was thereupon requested to prepare a contract 
in accordance with said act, leasing the Penitentiary and convicts 
to the said company, the law making it our duty to thus lease the 
same upon their complying with certain conditions prescribed in 
said act. A copy of the contract entered into and bond executed 
appears in fullin the report of the Superintendent and for that 
reason are not published in the report of this Board. The sure- 
ties on said bond, under, an order made by us, being required to 
take and subscribe an oath stating that they were worth in prop- 
erty, situated in this State, over and above their legal liabilities 
and exemptions the sum for which they respectively signed. These 
affidavits are all of record in our office, and the originals, together 
mn; the bond and contract, on file in the office of Secretary of 

tate. 


INVESTIGATIONS, 
On the 11th of October, 1886, teports of mal-treatment of con- 
victs at work on the construction of the northern division of the 


Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, came to our hearing, and we at 
once directed the Superintendent, together with one of the mem- 
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bers of the Board to visit the camps and investigate said reports, 
which was done,and upon proof being taken showing such mal-treat- 
ment, the party responsible for the same was at once discharged. 
and the name of witnesses furnished the Distriet Attorney of that 
District, with a request that the matter be brought to the atten- 
tion of the grand jury of the proper county. No indictment was 
found, however, but there has been no further complaint of cruel 
treatment at the camps, and we think the convicts at this place 
are as well treated as could reasonably be expected. 


EXAMINATION OF CONVICTS. 


On the ist day of January, 1887, we, together with Dr. Wirt 
Johnston, physiciau to the Penitentiary, made an examination of 
the convicts to ascertain such as were able-bodied and of sufficient 
physical strength to do the work usually required of laborers on 
railroads, This inspection was continued until every convict had 
undergone a personal examination, a certificate being given by 
the physician showing the kind and character of work for which 
the convict was qualified. This course was taken to prevent, if 
possible, weak and feeble persons from being put to work which 
they were physically unable to perform, as well as to ascertain 
how many able bodied convicts there were, in order that that por- 
tion of the statute requiring that at least one-half of such should 
be kept at work on the construction of the Gulf & Ship Island 
Railroad might be carried out. During this examination we dis- 
covered some convicts with badly frost bitten feet, who had been 
at work on plantations, and an investigation was ordered at once’ 
to ascertain the party responsible for the condition of said pris- 
oners. We went in a body to Coahoma Station, in Coahoma coun- 
ty, the same being in the neighborhood where the prisoners had 
been confined, and spent several days in taking testimony, but 
the evidence was so conflicting that it was impossible to place the 
responsibility. It was evident, however, that the prisoners be- 
came afflicted near or about the time when they were being trans- 
ferred from the custody of one lessee to that of another during the 
exceptionally cold weather at the beginning of the present year. 


SUB-CONTRACTS APPROVED. 


On January 6th, 1887, the Board approved a contract made 
by the lessees whereby two hundred convicts were leased 
for the period of four months to J. P. McDonald & Co., 
contractors on the Kansas City, Memphis and Birming- 
ham Railroad. On the 22nd of April following, reports 
of cruel treatment of prisoners having been informally made 
to us an investigation was ordered. A number of parties living 
near the camp were examined and while no one could be found 
who would testify to maltreatment, yet there were many rumors 
of such. On this account, and on account of the farther fact that 
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the death rate at this camp was very great, the Board on the 
26, of April notified said contractors that an extension of said lease 
would not be approved, and said conviets were ordered to :be: re- 
turned to the eustedy of the lessees. Notwithstanding the fact 
that this sub-lease terminated on May 1st, this order was not com- 
plied with until the Ist and 5th days of June following; and 
then nine of the men were left at the hospital, at Jacksoñ, in very 
bad condition, the remainder being transferred to the Southern 
Division of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad. This matter was 
afterwards investigated by the Grand Jury of Monroe county, 
but no indictments were presented. . 

On the 13th of the same month, Messrs. Fisher and Yerger, of 
Coahoma county, hired of said lessees seventy-five (75) convicts 
for the period of two months to work on the construction of the 
Mississippi levees in said county. This lease was on said date ap- 
proved by the Board and afterwards, on application of said lessees 
a sub-lease extending one month longer, at the expiration of which 
time the Board, on account of the bad health of these prisoners, 
ordered them to the walls, and they were then also transferred to 
the Southern Division of the said railroad. Atthesame time a 
contract was approved leasing fifty convicts to J. P. Withers, of 
Bolivar county, to be used in building a railroad. At the expi- 
ration of this lease these prisoners were likewise transferred to the 
Southern Division of the Gulfand Ship Island Railroad, and at 
this time all of the convicts are engaged in building the said road 
except such as are deemed unfit physically for such work, this 
. number being eighty, who are engaged at different pursuits inside 
the walls and in cultivating truck patches for the use of the Peni- 
tentiary. . 


TRUCK PATCH. 


On January 26th, 1887, application was made for permission 
to work a portion of the convicts required to be kept at the walls 
in growing corn, peas, vegetables and other articles of food for 
consumption by the convicts, This request, after obtaining the 
opinion of the Attorney General that the law authorized such ac- 
tion, was granted, and the result was that a quantity of corn, peas, 
etc., was produced during the present year and is now being con- 
sumed by the prisoners. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS, . 


Shortly after entering upon our duties as a Board of Control we 
adopted a code of rules and regulations for the government of the 
Penitentiary. They are incorporated by the Superintendent in 
his report to this Board which is published herewith. To some of 
these rules we desire to call special attention. Rule 31 requires 
that eonviets shall be clothed in the prison garb prescribed there- 
in. This we think eminently proper and for reasons that will 
readily suggest themselves, and our efforts have been persistent to 
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secure its observance, notwithstanding it is frequently vidlated, 
and we suggest such legislation as will preseribe a prison uniform 
and make it penalfor those in charge of convicts to disregard it. 
By rule 45 we endeavored to provide for the religious instruction 
of the convicts, This is also we think a proper subject for legis- 
lation, not only should a prisoner chaplain be provided for by 
law, but suitable religious books, periodicals and papers should 
be kept in some suitable place at the Penitentiary where the con- 
viets could have access to the same. A Sunday School at the 
prison should be established and regularly taught each Sabbath 
under the supervision of the Chaplain. It would be a great 
wrong on the part of the State to put the criminals, within -the 
walls of the prison and eut them off from all influences and op- 
portunities for a reformation and repentance. The very name of 
Penitentiary implies that the State is solicitous that its inmates 
should become penitents. The ideas of punishing the bad and im- 
proving them by discipline and eneouragement should always go 
together, and we further suggest that provision be made whereby 
a convict on account of, and as an incentive for good deportment 
may receive a discount on the time which he is sentenced. 

Another custom to which we desire to call attention and one 
whieh the Board has frequently ordered discontinued, is the prac- 
tice of permitting convicts to act as guards. This, in our opinion, 
is very demoralizing to the management of a well regulated prison 
these people being already convicts, have but little to forfeit for 
their own misconduct or the mistreatment of fellow prisoners. 
We think many of the evils now attending the leasing system 
would be done away with if the lessees were required to employ 
competent men who are themselves free from crime, to act as 
guards, and we-suggest that such legislation be had as will do 
away with this praetice. 


CODIFICATION OF LAWS. 


The various laws in relation to the Penitentiary, for the past 
fifteen years, having been so often repealed and replaced by others 
that it is now difficult to determine what statutes are in force, we 
therefore deem it proper to call attention to this subject and sug- 
gest that such provisions therof as me desirable to be retained 
shall be incorporated in one general statute: These may be found 
in laws 1872, p. 67; 1874 p. 58;1875 pp. 107, 101 and 216; 1876, 
pp. 194 and 268; 1877, p. 54; 1878, pp. 169 and 210; 1880 p. 188; 
1882, p. 19; 1884 pp. 24 and 28; 1886, p. 73.

The traveling expenses of the Board and the Superintendent, 
together with his salary, are under the law, required to be re- 
funded by the Leseess. 

On account of the convict camps being situated in different and 
remote parts of the State, the Superintendent in properly looking 
after the same, expended prior to September Ist, the whole 
amount appropriated for his traveling expenses for the present 
year; both he and the Board deeming it important to the proper 
treatment and management of convicts that his visits should be 
continued at short intervals; there has been expended by him on 


tbat account an amount in excess of the appropriatian, which | 


should, we think, be refunded to him by the State. 
PLAN SUBMITTED. 


Section 13 of the Act of March 17th, 1886, heretofore referred 
to, requires that the Board of Control “shall carefully examine 


into the matter of the discipline and management of the Peniten- - 


tiary and investigate the general question of prison management 
and lay before the next Legislature a plan by which the State 
shall be enabled to exercise direct control and exclusive manage- 
ment of the Penitentiary and convicts.” ‘ 

The problem presented-for solution is one fraught with many 
difficulties and one which has been a source of trouble, we imag- 
ine, to all civilized countries and communities. The experience 
of other States throw but little light upon the subject. The different 
legislatures of the State of Mississippi have attempted to devise 
Ways and means to punish and protect its convicts and up to this 
time have failed to fall upon a plan which is satisfactory. The 
present system has been much criticized, but those criticizing have 
failed to suggest a practical plan. 

This Board has, however, after having given the matter much 
thought and consideration, concluded, in compliance with the re- 
quirements of said Act, to make the following recommendation, 
fearing, however, that the end desired may not be fully realized: 

First.—There should be a Board of Control charged with the 
general supervision of the Penitentiary and convicts, clothed with 
full authority to manage and dispose of the same upon such terms 
as the legislature may deem proper and wise. 
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Second.— The guards and all connected with the management 
thereof should be appointed by said Board of Control, and be sub- 
ject to discharge by the Board for failure to perform such duties 
as may be prescribed. These guards and all other employees 
should be paid out of the State Treasury, and the employees 
should not have to look to the lessees for their pav. A. limit to 
salaries to be paid should be fixed by the Legislature. 

''hird.—A. small farm near Jackson should be obtained upon 
which such convicts, as are not ablebodied and of sufficient 
strength to be employed on publie works, can be engaged in culti- 
vating peas, corn, potatoes and other articles of food for consump- 
tion by the prisoners. 

Fifth.—There should be provided at the walls such facilities 
for manufacturing, cabinet making, smiihing, wagon making, 
carpentering, shoemaking, tailoring, &c., as will employ all con. 
viets whose time of service is fora long term. This work should, 
we think, be confined as nearly as practicable to the making of 
such articles as are to be used by the Penitentiary; thereby avoid- 
ing, as much as possible, competition with free labor. In this way 
an opportunity would be given a prisoner to learn a trade hy 
which he could be useful to himself and as a citizen after his term 
ofserviee expires; and in addition prevent those who are most 
liable to escape from.doing so. Convicts serving long sentences 
should under no circumstances Ee worked outside the walls if the 
State expects to enforce the penalties imposed by its courts. 

Sixth.—The ablebodied convicts, so pronounced upon exami- 
nation by the Penitentiary physician, who are not sentenced for 
life or for long terms, might be employed on public works as the 
convicts are at this time, or such other public works as the Leg- 
islature deems proper, under a contract to be made by the Board 
of Control within limits to be designated by law. The contract to 
provide for the payment.of a stipulated price for work performed 
by the convicts under the exclusive control and management of 
the agents of the State. . 

The fund arising from this source, from the proceeds of the . 
workshop at the Penitentiary, and from such surplus of food crops 
as might be grown on the Penitentiary farm, to constitute a fund 
to be kept separato in the State Treasury to be applied to the ex- 
penses of the Penitentiary. 

The details of the general plan above suggested to be provided 
forby legislative enactment, and such rules and regulations, in 
comformity thereto, as may be adopted by the Board of Control, 
prescribing such disciplinary agencies, both deterrent and refor- 
matory, as may be deemed advisable to secure the infliction of the 
penalties prescribed by law, control the convicts, and prevent 
abusive or improper treatment. 


SUPERINTENDENT AND PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


. The general condition of the convicts both at Jackson and the 
different camps, having been reported on by the Superintendent, 
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we deem it unnecessary to say anything on this subject, further 
than to call attention to his report which also gives the statistics. 
We also call attention to the report made by Dr. Wirt John- 
ston, Physician to the Penitentiary, which shows what has been 
done by him at the walls, giving in detail the number of sick 
treated and other useful information.

Note.— Since the proposition of the foregoing report the Board 
of Uontrol have received a communication from Col. W. H. 
Hardy, President of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad Company, 
dated Dec. 15, 1887, in which he states: “I, however, state in 
conclusion, authori'atively, that the Gulf and Ship Island Rail- 
road Company is ready and quite willing to surrender the Peni- 
tentiary and convicts back to the State and have the leased can- 
celled. And Ido now, through your Board, consent and agree 
that tbe lease be cancelled, that the Legislature may 
be wholly free and  untrammelled to enact such re- 
formatory measures, or adopt such system as i's wisdom may de- 
vise. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT.

To the Hon. Board of Control : 

I have the honor to submit herewith my biennial report as 
Superintendent of the Mississippi State Penitentiary, for the 
two years commencing December Ist, 1885, and ending Decem- 
ber Ist, 1887, together with statistical tables: report of the 
physician: copy of contract with the Gulf & Ship Island Rail- 
road Company, aid bond and copy of the rules and regula- 
tions, 


NUMBER OF CONVICTS, 


Table No. 1, which is a copy of the Prison Register, shows 
the number of convicts in the Penitentiary on December 1st., 
1887 to be 669; of this number 563 are colored males, 19 are 
colored females, and 87 are white males ; 102 are sentenced for 
life, and 31 for a longer period than ten years. From the 1st 
of" December, 1885, to the 1st of December, 1886, 326 were re- 
ceived by commitment from the various counties of the State, 
and 12 were received by recapture; and from the lst Decem- 
ber, 1886, to the 1st December, 1887, 321 were received by com- 
mitment and 5 by recapture, making a total received for the two 
years of 664, : 

Table No. 2 gives the number of convicts hy crimes, 

Table No. 8 the number by counties. 

Table No. 4 their nativity. A 

Tables Nos. 5and 6 contains a list of the discharges. 

Tables Nos. 7 and 8 of the escapes. 

Tables Nos. 9 and 10 of the pardons. 

Tables Nos. 11 and 12 of the desths, and 

Table No. 18. of those discharged by order of the court and 
those sent to the Insane Asylum. 

From tables Nos. 2 and 4 it will be seen that a large portion 
of the crimes in the calendar, a large number of the States of 
the Union and several foreign nationalities are represented. 


REPAIRS. 
It was found necessary, in the summer of 1886, for the pre- 


servation of the State's property, that the Superintendent’s 
residence, which is an old.byilding, should be repaired. Speci- 
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fications for the work were drawn up and the Beard of Control, 
after giving ample notice by advertising the same, let out the 
work to the lowest bidder, and the work was done according to 
contract for the sum of $657.00. The furnace, which heats the 
main cell;building,being placed under ground, the water sieped 
in and was damaging the machinery. This required « ditch 
some one hundred and thirty feet long,and the laying of a pipein 
order to carry off the water. This was let out to the lowest bidder 
and was done according to specifications for the sum of $74.85; 
making for repairs in 1886 $731.85. In the Spring of 1887 the 
wash house was almost destroyed by fire. The contract for this 
housewas let out and re-built tor $161.90. (I willhere state that 
owing to the prompt response of the various fire companies of 
the city, no damage was done the main prison building.) Re- 
pairs on the large range or cooking stove also became necessary. 
The material for this was purchased in St. Louis and put in 
place, costing $81.84 ; making for repairs for 1887, $246.74 ; 
‘And for the two years ending December 1st, 1887, $978.59. It 
will be necessary to have other repairs done soon. The room 
or building in which the large engine is situated is almost rot- 
ted down, and should be rebuilt. The office building leaks 
badly, and is damaging the house; it should be recovered with 
an iron roof. The celi or main prison building is warmed by 
heaters, the upper part of the building is open and lets the heat 
escape. This should be ceiled at an early day. As some of 
these buildings are getting old it will be necessary to do other 
repairs, ete, 


TREATMENT OF CONVICTS. 


On my first visit to the convict camps in March and April, 
1886, some complaints were made by the convicts that they 
were not getting enough to eat, and that their food was not 
properly prepared and that their clothing was not sufficient to 
kcep them comfortable. I at once endeavored to remedy this 
evil and as far as J am apprised did so, for no more complaints 
were made to me from those camps. 

When the present lessees took charge of the Penitentiary and 
convicts, it was under a contract made by the Board of Control, 
by which contract said lessees were to feed,clothe and humanely 
treat the convicts, and a violation of which provision subjected 
them to forfeiture of the contract; and it was given me in charge 
to see it fully carried out, and as far as the food and clothing are 
concerned I believe it has been as fully complied with as ean be 
done under the leasing system. I have examined the diet 
monthly as to quality and quantity and the manner of cooking 
the same, and am satisfied as a general thing that the convicts 
are well fed, The diet consists of bacon, beef, corn and flour 
bread, molasses, rice, beans, peas, potatoes, ete. It is quite 
likely that at the commencement of this contract the sick 
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did not get the milder diet necessary for them, but on.com- 
plaint to the lessees they issued orders to the doctors in charge 
to purchase anything tha, they deemed necessary for the sick 
in the way of medicine, diet, bedding or nursing, and these doc- 
tors are held responsible for their treatment. 

Rule 48 of our regulations requires a competent physician 
to be employed at the Penitentiary and at each convict camp 
by the lessees or by the sub-lessees, who shall attend daily, and 
oftener if necessary, and examine and prescribe for the con- 
viets who are sick or disabled, and each camp shall be supplied 
with such medicines as may be required for the proper medical 
treatment of the conviets. 

This rule in the main has been complied with, and if the sick 
are not properly cared forit is the doctor's fault. 

On the 1st of January last all the convicts were transferred 
from the plantations to the walls for inspection. Complaint 
was made by one from Stone & Swain's farm, near Leland, in 
Washington county. I was directed by the Board of Control 
to investigate the charge, and at once repaired to the place 
and examined nearly every person in the vicinity, both white 
and colored. as witnesses, and took the evidence in writing of 
some seven or eight. Every one of these testified that the 
convicts on this farm had been well treated, and that the one 
making complaimt had eut himself with an axe aud said he did 
it to keep from work, # 

In January I visited the camp of Fisher & Yerger, in Coa- 
homa county. I found some of these convicts slightly frost 
bitten, who ssid they were forced to work without shoes. These 
convicts were brought from the plantation of Townsend & 
Hemingway, during a verv cold spell of weather, and itis hard 
to tell where the blame rested, if there was any. This com- 
plaint was investigated not only by myself, but by the Board 
of Control. Mr. Townsend made proof thas he had furnished 
them all with shoes and clothing before cold weather and that 
ib was not necessary that they should be bare-footed or hurt 
with frdst. Iwill here s.ate that my visits to Mr. Townsend's 
farm to within a short time before this transfer impressed me 
that he had about as good a set of convicts and as well cared 
for as any farm I visited. "These convicts all soon recovered 

‘and no further complaint was made from thatcamp. . 

On the 22nd of March, 1886, a number of convicts were sent 
to the Northern Division of the Gulf & Ship,Island Railroad, 
in Tippat, Union and Pontotoc counties. Soon complaints 
were made at tie camp near Pontotoc of severe treatment. I 
at once visited the camp and gave such instructions as I thought 
would prevent further trouble. Some time afterwards six of 
these convicts were carried through the county to Oxford and 
thence to the walls for treatment, These reached here in a most 
deplorable condition, dirty and destitute of any care whatever. 


Five of these soon died and the other has not recovered. I, 
P * "a

with Mr. Kyle, one of the Board of Control, immediately vis— 
ited the camp and after a close investigation we were satisfied 
that the convicts had been overworked during tae hot weather 
while in feeble health. The Sergeant of the camp was imme— 
diately discharged, and names of witnesses furnished the Dis- 
trict Attorney for examination and investigation by the Grand 
Jury, Since this time there has been no complaint from that 
division, “i 

In January, 1887, 204 convicts were sub-leased to J. P. Me- 
Donald & Co., to work on thẹ K. C., M. & B. Railroad, twenty 
miles east of Aberdeen, in Monroe county. Soon complaiht of 
bad treatment reached me. I visited the camps several times 
and took the written statement of several of the best citizens 
near the camp, certifying to good treatment. In April consid- 
erable sickness and several deaths took place. Complaint still 
continued, which caused the Board of Control to revoke the 
contract and remanded the convicts back io the lessees. This 
order was not fully carried out until the first of June, twenty 
of the convicts having died, and twenty-three were sent to the 
Hospital, where several afterwards died. I made a strong el- 
fort to have these men indicted before the Grand Jury of Mon- 
roe county, but failed to do so. 

Considerable sickness prevailed at this camp among the free 
laborers as well as among convicts; so I am not willing to be- 
lieve that all of this sickness and Sieh es among the con- 
victs was caused by the ill treatment of the sub-lessees, yet 
under the circumstances I think their removal by order of the 
Board of Control was timely. 


EXPENSES OF TRAVELLING, 


On the 15th day of March, 1886, I entered upon the duties of 
my office. Most of the convicts were at this time at work on 
plantations in various counties in the State. I visited them as 
often as I could and did all I could to better their condition, I 
expended this year for travelling $200.40, leaving.a balance of 
$49.60 which reverted back into the Treasury. * : 

The end of this year (1886) closed the lease of Hamilton, 
Allen & Co., and the new lease of the Gulf and Ship Island 
Railroad Company commenced. The Board of Control and the 
Superintendent formulated and adopted a code of rules by which 
the convicts under the new lease should be governed. These 
rules require the Superintendent to visit the various convict 
camps once a month and report their condition to the Board. 
From January until June these camps were located in Bolivar, 
Coahoma, Tippah, Union, Pontotoc, Monroe, Perry and Harri 
son counties; some of them from twenty to thirty miles from 
the railroad, which required me to travel to all parts of the 
State to reach them. In June the camps in Bolivar, Coahoma 
and Monroe counties were discontinued. To visit these camps 
monthly and make the necessary inspection required considera- 
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ble travelling and expense, In May I informed the Board that 
the amount set apart by the Legislature would not besu ficient 
for these monthly visits. They said,-(and I think correctly) 
that it was actually necessary for me to continue my visits, and 
I have done so, paying my own expenses since August, amount- 
ing to $185.55. It I conld have drawn the $49.60, balance of 
1886, it would have left a balancé due me of $85.95. The rules 
also require me to keep the Register ofthe Penitentiary con- 
viets, the most important part of all the records of the Peniten- 
tiary, and as it required all my time to visit the camps, I was 
necessarily compelled to employ a clerk and pay him out of my 
own salary, 
STATE'S PROPERTY, 


At the expiration of the lease Hamilton, Allen & Co, and 
the commencement of the present lease, I took an invoice or 
inventory of all the property and machinery of every kind. 


. This inventory was taken oy myself, on the part of the State, 


and Mr. Henry, Sec’y of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad Com- 
pany, on the part of the lessees. So much of this property is 
worn aud almost worthless, we were ata loss to know how to 
price it, but such as is valuable we so priced it. A copy of 
inventory of this property is filed in my office. 


DIVINE SERVICE, 


Ts held regularly every Sunday in the walls by Rev. Mr. 
Sproles, pastor of the Baptist church of Jackson, he being the 
Prison Chaplain. Our rules and regulations make it the duty 
of the Superintendent in connection with the lessees or sub- 
lessees to provide for the religious instruction of the convicts 
by encouraging and affording facilities for Sunday Schools and 
preaching by some minister of the gospel each Sabbath when 
practicable, at each convict camp. I have tried to carry out 
this rule, and to some extent have been successful, but as the 
camps are often moved, it is very difficult to get a preacher to 
attend on every Sunday. 


- 


GUARDS. 


Section 18 of the Rules and Regulations (which are printed 
with this report) does not permit any person to act as guard, 
(enses of emergency or temporary vacancy excepted,) unless 
he has been appointed by the Board of Control This rule to 
Some extent has been violated, Trusties are substituted and 
required to do guard duty, or in other words, one convict 
guards another. While no serious damage has been done by 
this innovation, I think it wrong in principle, I have endeav- 
ored to remedy this, as I regard it an evil. The lessees com- ` 
plain that they cannot keep free laborers as guards, and are - 
compelled to resort to their *trusties" for such duty. I hope 
that this practice will be remedied soon.

WALLS. 


The Penitentiary is now and has been in good condition ex- 
cepting a short time in June last when the sick from MeDon- 
alc’s camp were sent here for treatment. The hospital facili- 
ties were not sufficient to make them comfortable. The phy- 
sician in charge reported this to the Board of Control and they 
made a demand on the lessees, and the order. wes fully cóm- 
plied with. I think I can safely say that every department of 
the Penitentiary is in good condition, * 

In this connection I deem it proper to mention Mr. M. Ia- 
Jenkins, Assistant General Manager of the Gulf and Ship Is- 
land Railroad Company, who has charge of the walls. Since 
his appointment to the position a few months ago he has inau- 
gurated many needed reforms in the conduct of the prison, the 
working of the prisoners, their care and attention and the pro- 
vision for thesick. Heis prompt end willing to supply at 
once any article ordered for the sick or the care o1 the pris- 

-oners, He is kind but firm in his treatment of the convicts, 
and has been untiring in his efforts to properly provide for them ` 
and to carry out the Rules and Regulations adopted by the 
Board of Control. The Railroad Company is fortunate in its 
selection of him for their representative here. Iam greatly in- 
debted to him foy the aid and assistance he has rendered me in 

: the discharge of my duties, l 

Tt is with pleasure that I return thanks to Mr. Frank H, Rus- 

„sell, who has been Register Clerk and Bookkeeper during the 
two years of my term of office. The records of the office 
have been properly kept and he has discharged his duties, 
faithfully and correctly. 


BOARD OF CONTROL. 


The Board of Control in fact is what its name purports to be. 
By a wisely drawn up contract and a code of well.digested rules, 
they are enabled to govern the convictss A violation of these 
rnles subjects the lessees to a forfeiture oftheir lease, The 
Board have been very diligent in the discharge of their duties; 
and while it is true that the Penitentiary and convicts are in 
the hands of lessees, they are in a great measure controlled hy 
State officers, and since the sub-leasing stopped in June we have 
had but little complaints of ill treatment. 


CASUALTIES. * 


The death rate among the convicts has been very great. but. 
in estimating the mortality among them, their diseased condi- 
tion when received at the Penitentiary must be taken into con- 
sideration. About one-third of all the-convicts received are 
either badly diseased when received from the jails or have the 
germs of disease implanted in their system, mostly of a scrofu- 
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lous, syphilitic, dropsical or pulmonary character, probably 
caused from confinment in badly ventilated and poorly warmed 
county jails in which are contracted diseases that make their 
appearance after the prisoner has been received at the Peniten- 
tiary. lwish to call your attention to the report of Dr. Wirt 
Johnston, the "prison physician, who has been untiring in his 
attention to the sick, I don't think any man could have been 
more faithful or more successful. 

Several convicts were received from the county jails during 
the past two years in a hopeless condition, and died within a 
few days after they came into possession of the lessees. 

The escapes, Í am giad to say; have beea nearly fifty per cent. 
less during the past two years than for the same length of time 
since the war; in other words, the escapes are about one-half 
of what they have been. 


CONCLUSION. 


me 


In conclusion, I will say that since the first of June all the 
convicts are ut work for the lessees, most of them on the South. 
ern Division of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad. About 
eighty (80) on the Northern Division, eighty (80 in the walls, 
and the balance in Harrison and Perry counties, In my opin- 
ion, these convicts, as a general thing, are doing as well, and 
are as humanely managed as can be under the leasing system. 
Except the camps in Pontotoe and Monroe counties, very little 
complaints haye been made as to cruel treatment. We must 
consider that among the great number we now have there are 
some desperate characters, and às discipline is absolutely 
necessary for the government of convicts, it is not unressona- 
ble to suppose that some of them would have to be punished, 
and our rules prescribe how and by whom this shall be done, 
and a monthly report is made to the Board of Control of all the 
facts in the case. `oe 

There van be no question about the convicts getting plenty to 
eat and their ciothing being reasonably good. 

I will here state that the lessees have complied with every 
demand I have made on them. Two camps on the Southern 
Division were moved. at my request on account of sickness. 
They have been very prompt in discharging any guards, ser- 
geants or employees that were extreme in their capacity. 

In conclusion, I deem it not amiss to return my sincere ac~ 
knowledgments to the Honorable Board of Control for cour- 


tesies and kindness extended me by them. `

Report of Physician to the Penitentiary, 


Hon. David Johnson, Superintendent of the Penitentiary : 


Dear Str—I have the honor to report that during the year 
ending December rst, 1886, there were 576-cases of sickness 
treated at the Penitentiary, of which 456 were treated at the 
Dispensary and x20 in the Hospital. The number of prescrip- 
tions filled were 1727. 

Twelve prisoners died during the year from the following 
causes: Diarrhcea with dropsy, 1; consumption 2; pneumonia 
x; typho-malarial fever x; general debility with anasarca 3; 
general debility 2; syphilis r; disease of the heart with hydro 
thorax 1. 

Every one of these fatal cases were brought in the walls sick 
from works outside or from county jails—ten from the former and 
two from the latter places. They had been sick for various 
periods and some were ina very bad condition when received. 

For the year ending December rst, 1887, 671 cases of sickness 
were treated, of which 522 were treated at the Dispensary and 
149 in the Hospital, The number of prescriptions filled was 
2950. : 

Pe cen prisoners died during the year from the following 
causes: Scrofula 1 ; consumption 2; syphilis 1; dropsy 5; chronic 
dysentery 5; typho-malarial fever r; inanition x. "Thirteen of 
the fatal cases were brought in sick from works outside 
the walls and two from county jails. As in 1886, .they had 
been in bad health for various periods. Some werein a very bad 
condition and one was in a dying condition when received. In 
but one of these cases did the sickness originate within the walls. 
But little sickness of consequence has originated within the walls 
and there has been an exemption from all epidemic diseases. 

The mortality for the two years ending December rst, 1887, 
has been much less (28) than for the preceding two years (51). 

The Hospital is furnished with good bedding and proper food. 
In this connection I desire to add my testimony to the efficient 
services of Capt. M. L. Jenkins, the Manager here of the Gulf 
and Ship Island Railroad Company. He is attentive tó the 
details of his duties and looks after the welfare of the sick and 
other prisoners. E 

As you are aware large numbers of convicts, who-had been in 
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the hands of sub-lessees, were brought to the walls before being 
transferred to the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, all of whom 
were carefully inspected by the Board of Control, yourself and 
myself. Those who were discovered to be sick were detained 
here for treatment, which added largely to, not only the sick list, 
but also to the number of deaths. 

The Board of Control have beer very attentive to their duties 
here and have made frequent inspections of the Penitentiary and 
convicts, embracing the Hospital in their visits; and have given 
careful attention to every matter brought to their notice. 

As your own frequent inspections of the Hospital and the 
prisoners has informed you fully of all mattérs, I do not deem it 
necessary to say more in my report. In conclusion permit me to 
express my appreciation of the uniform courtesy shown me by 
yourself, and through you to thank the Board of Control for their 
considerate and prompt attention given to the matters relating to 
my department at all times.

ber, 1886, by and between the Board of Control of the State 
"Penitentiary, for and on behalf of the State of Mississippi, 
party of the first part, and the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad. 

Company, party of the second part, witnesseth : 

That pursuant to and in accordance with an act of the Legisla- 
ture, entitled **An act to create a Board of Control of the Peni- 
tentiary, and for other purposes,” approved March 17th, 1886, 
and in consideration of the rents, covenants and agreements. 
hereinafter contained, to be kept, paid and performed by the 
party of the second part, the party of the first part hath leased 
and transferred, and by these presents doth lease and transfer 
unto it, the party of the second part, with the reservations and 
exceptions hereinafter mentioned, for the term beginning on the 
first day of January, 1887, and ending on the 31st day of Janu- 
ary, 1892, that is to say, until the first day of February, 1892, 
the Penitentiary of the State of Mississippi, including the prison 
buildings, grounds and appurtenances, machinery, tools, imple- 
ments and all other property belonging to the State, and used in 
and about the said Penitentiary, together with all convicts that 
may, at the commencement of this lease, be under judicial sen- 
tence of confinement or servitude in the penitentiary, as well as 
all convicts that may be sentenced thereto under the laws of the 
State, during the term of this lease ; the same to be kept, main- 
tained and worked by the party of the second part, until the ex- 
piration of their respective terms of sentence, in accordance with 
said Act and the provisions of this contract. And in considera- 
tion of the lease, transfer and hire, as aforesaid, the said party of 
the second part doth covenant and agree with the party of the 
first part as follows : 

1st. That it will maintain and carry on the said Penitentiary 
and convicts from the first day of January, 1887, until the first 
day of February, 1892, the: first inclusive, in accordance with 
said Act of the Legislature, which is hereby referred to, and made . 
a part of this contract. 

2d. That it will clothe, feed and guard all said convicts ; treat 
them humanely, and furnish prompt and efficient medical atten- 
tion to those who may be sick and needing it. 
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3d. That it will keep at least one half of’ all the able bodied 
convicts at work on the construction of its railroad. 

4th. That it will not hire or sub let any of said convicts, able- 
bodied or otherwise, on farms or plantations of any of the owners, 
promoters, officers, agents or employees of the Gulf and Ship 
Island Railroad Company, or any other person whosoever; nor 
shall it work said convicts or allow them to be worked on farms . 
under any circumstances whatever. 

sth. That it will maintain and carry on the penitentiary and 
convicts under this lease, in such manner as to relieve the State 
of all cost and expenses whatsoever, and shall and will operate 
and carry on the same and be governed by the laws now in force 
in relation to the Penitentiary and convicts, under such rules and 
regulations for the police government and.control of the same as 
the party of the first part shall from time to time establish. 

6th. That it will pay all the expenses incident to the recapture 
of all the convicts who escape, or escaping convicts, after the 
convicts shall have come into its possession or under its control, 
including the cost of publishing offers of reward, and rewards 
that may be earned by persons making captures. 

7th. That it will on the first day of January, 1887, and semi- 
annually thereafter, pay into the State ‘lreasury an amount in 
cash, sufficient to pay the salary and expenses of the Superinten- 
dént of the Penitentiary. 

8th. That it shall and will annually, beginning on the first day 
of January, 1888, pay into the State Treasury twenty thousand 
dollars ($20,000) of its first mortgage bonds, that is to say, of its 
bonds secured by its first mortgage on its property and franchises 
in this State— whether now owned or hereafter to be acquired— 
duly recorded in the several counties in which such property may 
be. The said bonds to bear interest at the rate of six per cent. 
(6 per cent.) per annum, beginning on the first day of January, 
1889, or as soon as one hundred (roo) miles of its railroad shall 
be completed, payable annually, and the principal to be payable 
in not exceeding forty years after date. And if it, the party of 
the second part, shall fail to pay into the State Treasury said 
first mortgage bonds as aforesaid, then it shall in the event of any’ 
such failure, and as soon as such default may occur, pay the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) in money into the State 
Treasury for each and every failure. 

9th. That it shall not surrender said convicts and Penitentiary 
before the first day of February, 1892, unless other and further 
disposition thereof shall, before that time, be made by the Legis- 
lature with its assent, but until such disposition is made the party 
of the second part shall pay all the expenses of the Penitentiary 
and conyicts. : 

oth. That upon the expiration of this lease and contract, it 
will restore the said leased property to the party of the first part, 
or to such person or authority, as may be appointed by law, in 
the same good order and condition as when received by it, loss 
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by fire or accident not occasioned by its fault, and ordinary wear 
and tear excepted ; and will also surrender to the party of the 
first part, or to such person or authority. all convicts then held 
under this contract, whose term of sentence shall not have ex- 
pired. 

It is agreed by the said parties, that the party ofthe second part 
may hire the convicts not worked by them to other Railroad Com- 
panies, Levee Commissioners, or upon other public-works, or 
works of internal improvement—due care being had in all cases 
to provide for their safety, health and comfort—but in no such 
case shall the said party of the second part be relieved from its re- 
sponsibilities, under this contract, for the payment of rent, hire, 
salaries or expenses, or for the proper treatment or escapes of said 
convicts. It is further understood and agreed by the parties 
hereto, that there shall be no deduction from the amount of rent 
and hire, so agreed to be paid by the party of the second part, on 
account of the discharge of any convict through the exercise of 
the pardoning power, or on account of any escape; and itis fur- 
ther agreed that all the terms and provisions of section 2 of an 
Act entitled ** An Act to provide for leasing out the Penitentiary 
and the convict labor of the State,” approved April 15th, 1876, 
shall be binding upon the party of the second part, during the 
term aforesaid, and, to that end, the sameis hereby referred to 
and made part of this contract. And the said party of the second 
part shall promptly, upon being notified, receive from the county 
jails any person sentenced to the Penitentiary, and if it shall fail 
to do so for the period of five days after the receipt-of notice of 
conviction and sentence, it shall pay all jail fees and expenses of 
such convict thereafter accruing. 


It is agreed and understood further, that from the property 
leased as aforesaid there shall be reserved, for the use of the Su- 
perintendent, the Superintendent’s residence, the yard in which 
the same is located, and the buildings therein, also the use of the 
office and the iron safe, and other furniture belonging to the State 
in the office in the main building of the Penitentiary. 


' It is further understood and agreed that the party of the sec- 
ond part will cause to be kept, and subject at any time to the in- 
spection of the party of the first part and the Superintendent of 
the Penitentiary, a full and complete register of all the convicts 
in the Penitentiary, said register being the property of the party 
of the second part. The register to be so kept as to show the 
numbers of the convicts, name, age, height, description, occupa- 
tion, crime, date of sentence, date of admission. expiration of 
sentence, place of birth, county where sentenced, and remarks or 
other matters relating to said convicts; and the party of the first 
part reserves the right at all time to visit and inspect the said Pen- 
itentiary and convicts, and to make and establish any and all 
rules and regulations for the police government thereof, as by it 


may be deemed expedient for the proper management of the Pen- — 
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itentiary and convicts under the laws of the State and this con- 
tract. 

It is also agreed by the parties hereto that upon the expiration 
of the present lease to Hamilton, Allen & Company, an inven- 
tory and appraisement shall be made of-all property belonging to 
the State to be turned over to the party of the second part here- 
under, and for the return of which it shall be accountable to the 
extent above set forth. Said inventory and appraisement to be 
made by the Superintendent of the Penitentiary and the party of 
the second part. It is also understood and agreed that the said 
party of the second part shall execute and deliver to the party of 
the first part, its bond with good and sufficient security to be 
approved by the party of the first part in the penalty of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($100,000.00), and conditioned according 
to section 8 of said first named Act, entitled “ An Act to create 
a Board of Control of the Penitentiary and for other purposes, ” 
approved March 17th, 1886. . 

Provipep, However, that this contract shall not be operative 
and in force and effect until the bond hereinbefore provided for 
shall be executed and tendered to, and approved by, the party 
of the first part, which shall be done by the 15th day of Novem- 
ber, A. D., 1886. . 

And 1t is further understood and agreed that, if the said party of 
the second part shall fail or refuse to comply with the foregoing 
conditions, or shall break all or either of them, in either such 
event the said party of the first part may re-enter for condition 
broken, and resume possession and conirol of the said Peniten- 
tiary and convicts, as if this contract of lease had not been 
executed, and thereupon thislease shall cease and determine.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 


Mississippi Penitentiary, 


ADOPTED BY THE BOARD OF CONTROL, 
January 14th, 1887. 


——Q-——— 


RuLE 1. All Officers and Guards will be required to remain 
constantly at the Prison, or Convict Camp, day and night, unless 
, by special permission or direction; and any guard desiring to 
resign his position must give (30) thirty days’ notice of such in- 
tention to the Sergeant for transmission to the Board of Control. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Guard to strictly obey all orders 
of the Sergeant of the Guard concerning their respective duties, 
and to carry out his directions in the management of the convicts 
placed under their charge ; the Sergeant at all times being held 
strictly responsible for such orders as may be given by him to the 
Guard when not emanating from the Lessees or Superintendent, 

3. Under no circumstances will a Guard or Employe be allowed 
to converse with a convict, or talk to him or her concerning any- 
thing but their work, or in carrying out their orders and the reg- 
ulations of the Prison ; nor shall they permit any other person to 
talk with convicts, unless by permission of the Sergeant, or 
Lessees, or Superintendent, Upon accepting their appointment 
Guards are understood to bind themselves to work for no shorter 
period than three months and forfeit whatever may be due them 
for services rendered if they should quit sooner than that time. 

4. Guards will, under no circumstances, bring into the Prison 
any books, paper, or any written or printed documents, for the 
purpose of giving, selling or loaning to any convict; nor shall 
they be allowed to purchase or receive any articles or thing 
whatever for or from the convicts, or allow them to have or use, 
in any manner or form, anything not” provided for them by the 
Prison regulations or by the special permission of the Sergeant, - 
Lessees or Superintendent. 

5. Guards or Employes will nof be allowed to be engaged, 
while on duty, in reading any book, paper, letter, or other docu- 
ment; nor will they hold any conversation with visitors, more 
than to answer such questions as do mot conflict with these regu- 
lations. Sen 
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6. Guards will, under no circumstances, be allowed to sleep 
while on duty; and'any guard who shallsuffer any convict to 
escape, by any negligence on his part, or by failure to have his 
arms in good order, or failing to shoot to prevent ‘such escape, 
will subject himself to discharge and forfeiture of whatever 
amount may be due him for services rendered, at the time of 
such escape, and the penalties the law imposes ; and the Sergeant 
of the Guard shall inspect the arms weekly, or whenever required 
to do so by the Lessees, and faithfully report to them their con- 
dition. UE 

y. Guards are required to be at all times neat and cleanly in 
their person and dress; and they will also be required to treat 
visitors with the utmost politeness, and in all cases to demean 
themselves properly. They will refrain from using,obscene or 
profane language in the hearing of visitors or convicts; nor will 
the Guards be allowed to talk to each other, in the presence of 
convicts, about anything but their duty. 

8. Sergeants, Guards or Employes will not be allowed to use 
profane or abusive language towards convicts under any circum- į 
stances, 

g. Guards will not be allowed to carry out or bring into the 
Prison any verbal, written or: printed message to or from any 
convict; they are also prohibited from writing to any of the 
family, relatives, friends, acquaintance, or any other persons, 
about or concerning any convict confined in the Prison, without 
permission of the Lessees or Superintendent. 

ro. In no case will any Guard be allowed inside or about. the 
Prison walls while intoxicated. In every case, where a Guard 
enters the Prison intoxicated, he will be forthwith discharged and 
forfeit all pay due him for services rendered, and no excuse will 
be regarded as sufficient for such conduct. . 

11, Guards and employes in all their intercourse with prisoners 
shall be careful to maintain a quiet demeanor, recollecting that the 
prisoner, however disposed to be violent or abusive, is entirely in 
their power. ` 

12. There shall be appointed a suitable person to have control 
of and authority over the Guards and convicts at each camp to 
be known as the Sergeant; and it shall be his duty to see that his 
subordinates perform faithfully the duties imposed upon them ; 
that they observe the rules and regulations for the government of 
the Penitentiary and camps adopted by the Board of Control; 
that no convict is cruelly or inhumanly treated; that none are 
without sufficient clothing, sufficient and wholesome food, medi- 
cine when needed, and medical attention, and that the beds and ` 
. bedding and quarters are sufficient and cleanly, It shall also be 
the duty of the Sergeant, under the direction of the Lessees or 
sub-Lessees to inflict all punishments on unruly and disobedient 
convicts and all guilty of insubordination or mutinous’ conduct; ` 
and the Sergeant shall keep a record of all instances where 
punishment is inflicted, stating the cause, character and date of 
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such punishment, which shall be reported monthly in the reports 
to be made as directed by these rules. 

r3. The Lessees or sub-Lessees shall permit no person to act as 
Guard (cases of emergency or temporary vacancy excepted), 
unless he has and exhibits à certificate of his appointment by the 
Board of Control. : 

14. All employes at work in the Prisqn shall be subject to all 
the rules and regulations here laid down, and subject to all the 
penalties for the violation of the same inlike inanner with the 
Guards. . 

15. The Guards will be required to promptly report to the 
Lessees or Sergeant of the Guard all violations of these rules on 
the part of such employees. 

16. The above rules and regulations apply to all Guards and 
convicts, when working outside or inside the Prison walls, and 
sub Lessees and Sergeants will see that they are strictly obeyed. 

17. No convict shall be delivered to or placed in the custody 
of any Guards or Keepers until such Guards or Keepers have 
been appointed by the Board of Control, provided that when 
Guards at places where convicts may be worked outside. of the 
walls of the Penitentiary shall be discharged for cause, or an 
increased number required, such places may be temporarily filled 
by Guards designated by the Lessees or sub-Lessees, but such 
temporary appointment shall be forthwith forwarded to the Board 
of Control for their approval or rejection with proper certificates 
of the reliability and sobriety of the persons'selected. 

18. All applicants for appointment as Guard shall submit with 
their application a certificate of reliability and sobriety signed by 
at least two responsible citizens, and each Guard before entering 
upon the discharge of his duty shall take, subscribe and file with 
the Board of Control written affirmation on honor as follows : 


Leen beer ripas , having been on the .. day of .. ..., 
1887, appointed as a Guard of convicts of the Mississippi Peni- 
tentiary, do solemnly promise and affirm on honor thatI will 
faithfully and honestly discharge the duties of Guard of such 
convicts; and will promptly obey the orders of the officers and 
managers over me, and will observe and carry out the laws and 
rules and regulations adopted by the Board of Controlfor the 
government of the Penitentiary of the State of Mississippi, Guards ' 
and convicts, so long as I shall remain in such employment. 

19. There shall be, when the convicts are at work outside the 
walls, at least oné Guard to every ten convicts, but in cases of 
emergency or insubordination, or where the character of the 
work requires it, the number of Guards shall be increased. 

20. No convict at the Penitentiary in Jackson shall be allowed 
to go outside of the Penitentiary walls unless properly guarded, 
except by authority of the Superintendent and consent of the 
Lessees in writing. And for a violation of this rule the Sergeant 
of the Guard or Guard permitting it will be discharged. 
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21. Persons visiting the Prison (other than those allowed by 
law), must have permission from the Superintendent, Lessees or 
Sergeant, and in every case they must be accompanied. while in- 
side, by one of the Officers or Guards of the Prison. They will 
not be allowed to speak to any convict, or give to, or receive from 
any convict, anything whatever. ualess by special permission. 

« 24. Convicts must at all times be respectful to the Officers and 
Guards, and be brief in théir conversation, and only refer to their 
work and actual wants. 

23. they are to preserve silence atall times, except when 
speaking to the Guards or Foreman. They are not, under any 
pretense to leave their place of work, or the work they are set to 
do, without the permission of the Officer in charge, but must 
labor faithfully and diligently, during work hours, or until their 
tasks are completed. 

24. They will not be allowed to carry on their person any knife 
or weapon of any kind whatever, or to retain any money, but 
shallleave it with the Lessees; nor will they be allowed to carry 
any tools out of the shops to their cells, except by consent of the 
Foreman. - 

25 They must not wilfully or carelessly injure their work 
tools, wearing apparel, bedding, or anything belonging to or 
about the Prison, nor mark or deface the walls of the cells. 

26. They must not at any time, or under any pretence, speak 
to any person. or receive anything whatever, without first obtain- 
ing permission from the Guard. 

27. If they become sick or unable to work they must report 
themselves to the Guard in whose charge they may be- 

28. There must be no quarreling nor using of profane language 
or opprobrious epithets on the part ot any of the convicts. 

29. No convict is to enter any shop save the one he works in, 
or to go to any other part of the Prison or Camp. without the per- 
mission or order of the Guard 

30. The beards of all convicts shall be kept shaved and hair 
clipped closely, and they shall be required to wash their bodies 
at least once in cach week. 


31. The coat and breeches worn by convicts shall be made of 
white dnd dark striped cloth, the stripes to be of a distinct color, 
not less than two nor more than three inches wide ; the clothing 
to be so made as that stripes will be around the body and legs; 
and the nnmber of each convict shall be distinctly stamped in 
large figures in ftont on breast, and in back on shoulder of shirt, 
and on the back of coat and rear of pants. 


32. All articles manufactured by convicts for their own benefit 
must be placed in the office of the Lessees, or such other place 


as may be designated by them as the place for their exhibition 
and sale. 


. 83. No smoking will be allowed in the shops at any time, nor 
in ie yard of Prison during working hours. 
—P 
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34. Male and female convicts will not be allowed to work 
together, or speak to each other; as far as possible, they will be 
worked in different parts of the yard or camp. Convicts will not 
be allowed to converse with each other, unless it ve rendered 
necessary in carrying on their work ; and, as far as possible, their 
labor will be directed by the Guard or Foreman in charge of 
them, and thereby prevent the necessity o! their speaking to each 
other. 

35. There must be no idle convicts loating about the Prison 
yard during working hours. Every one must be engaged atsome 
kind of work, and those who cannot work willbe required to 
remain in their cells or some room preparea for,them. 

36. When it becomes necessary ior any cunvict engaged in 
any shop to pass into the yard, unless sent on business by the 
Guard or foreman, he must take with him the paddle bearing 
the mark ot his shop upon it, and must return (to. his work with- 
out unnecessary delay. 

37. At roll cali every maie convict, except the sick and those 
who, tor reason, may have been excused, must appear in his 
proper place in line, and answer to his number when it 1s called, 
by facing the rear.  Whiie the Sergeant is calling the roll, all the 
Guards will take position along the line, to observe the numbers 
as they are called, and shall report anything wrong they may 
detect. ‘hey shail also assist the Sergeant in his duties until the 
prison is turned over to the night watch. 

38. Ali letters or other documents, written by convicts or con- 
cerning them, must be sent, unsealed, to the office uf the Lessees 
or Sergeant or Superintendent, for examination, before being sent 
off; and all letters, papers or other documents directed to any 
convict, or concerning them, must be sent, unsealed, to the otlice 
of the Superintendent, Lessees or Sergeant, ioi examination, 
betore being delivered to such convict, 

39. Convicts shall in no case be required to begin work earlier 
than sun-rise, nor shall they be required to work later than sun- 
down, and during the tollowing months ot the year, viz: Novem- 
ber, December, January, February aud March, they shall be 
allowed one hour at noon for dinner and rest, and during the 
following months, viz: April, May, June, July, August, Septem- 
ber and October, they shall be allowed two hours at noon for 
dinner and rest. 

4o. No punishment shall be inflicted on any convict, except 
when directed by the Superintendent or Lessees. All violations 
of orders by convicts will be immediately reported to the Super- 
intendent or Lessees or Sergeant of the Guard, and punishment 
will be directed by the Lessees or Superintendent. 

41. No cruel, inhuman or unusual punishment or treatment 
shall be inflicted upon any convict; and any officer, guard or 
employe who shall inflict any inhuman or cruel treatment upon 
any prisoner is liable by law to arrest and trial therefor by the 
nearest justice of the peace; and if such treatment amounts to a 
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misdemeanor such person, upon conviction, is liable to a fine of 
not less than twenty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars ; 
and it such treatment, abuse or punishment amounts to a felony, 
then said justice o? the peace is required by law to bind the party 
over to the Circuit Court; and for such felony, upon conviction, 
he is punishable by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less 
than one nor more than five years, (See Acts 1880, section 7, 
page 157. and Acts 1884, section 4, page 973.) 

42. The convicts at work outside the walis of the penitentiary 
on public work shail have provided for them secure and comfort- 
able quarters or stockades tor their confinement at night, and at 
other times when not at work, and the same shall be so arranged 
as to alford ample room for the convicts, and shall be provided 
with fires in the winter and well ventilated in summer. 

43. The Superintendent of the Penitentiary is required to visit 
all the convict camps or places where convicts are worked as 
often as practicable, and if he finds any convict or convicts at 
work which, in his opinion, the convict is unable to do, he shall 
report the same to the Lessees and théy shall order said convict 
or convicts to be given such other and lighter work as they may 
deem expedient, or they may order such convict back to the Pen- 
itentiary walls. if in their judgment they are unfit for work or 
require treatment at the Penitentiary hospital. 

44. In the event any sub-Lessee in control of any convict 
camp persists in disregarding or refusing to comply with the rules 
and regulations adopted by the Board of Control, itis hereby 
made the duty of the Superintendent to report the facts forthwith 
to the Board of Control that they may order all convicts at such 
camp back to the Penitentiary walls at Jackson. if in their judg- 
ment the same is necessary. ‘The Lessees shall have immediate 
notice of such report and before action by the Board is taken in 
such cases. 


45. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent, in conjunction 
with the Lessees or sub Lessees, as the case may be, to provide 
for the religious instruction of the convicts by encouraging and 
affording facilities for Sunday Schools and preaching by some 
minister of the gospel when practicable, both at the Penitentiary 
at Jackson and at each convict camp, 

46. Convicts not strictly able-bodied, but who may be able to 
perform some part of the labor necessary on public works, may 
be assigned to such labor either with the Lessees or sub-Lessees, 
bnt no convict who is, after inspection by the Physician pro- 
nounced unfit for any kind of labor on public works by him, 
shall be so assigned, but shall be kept at the walls until otherwise 
directed by the Board of Control or the Superintendent. 


47. There shall be provided at each convict camp comfortable 
quarters to be used as a hospital, and all convicts sick or unfit for 
duty shall be placed therein in charge of a sufficient number of 
nurses under the direction of the Camp Physician. 
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48. A competent Physician shall be employed at the Peniten- 
tiary and at each convict camp by the Lessees or sub-Lessees who 
shall attend daily and oftener if necessary and examine and 
prescribe for the convicts who are sick or disabled. and each camp 
shall be supplied with such medicines as may be required for the 
proper medical treatment of the convicts 

‘The Lessees and sub-Lessees shall require cleanliness in 
the persons and clothing of the prisoners and in their working 
and sieeping apartments and their Sergeant or managers shall be 
specially charged to see this rule carried out. 

so. Convicts may be transferred direct from the County Jails 
where sentenced to the convict camps by order of the Lessees, 
and in that event they, shall be examined by the Physician in 
ch :rge of such Camp, and shall not be placed at work on public 
works until he certifies in writing that they are physically able to 
perform some kind of work on same; and such certificate shall 
immediately be forwarded in duplicate, one to the Lessees and 
the other to the Board of Control AH prisoners who are found 
upon such examination to be physically unfit for any kind of labor 
on public works by reason of disease or disability, shall be 
forwarded to the Penitentiary at Jackson. And no convict shall 
be sent out from the Penitentiary at Jackson without similar 
inspection and certificate in duplicate as above fro n the Physician 
at Penitentiary. 

51. All persons working convicts outside of the walls of the 
Penitentiary shall make monthly reports in duplicate on the rst of 
each month to the Board of Control and the Lessees of Peniten- 
tiary. Such reports shall state by whom said convicts are worked, 
at what camp, on what character of work engaged, the number 
of convicts employed, with name and Prison number of each, 
numver and names of those discharged, pardoned, escaped, died, 
recaptured, with dates, number of days each convict has beer 
sick, together with such explanatory remarks as may be necessary. 
Such report shall also state the number of convicts on hand at the 
time of last report and the number received since last report 

52. Spirituous or fermented liquors of any kind are positively 
prohibited from being brought inside the Prison walls or prison 
camps, under any pretence whatever, unless prescribed by the 
Physician of the Prison ; and when such spirits shall be prescribed 
by said Physician, it shall be placed in the hands of the Sergeant 
of the Guard, and by him given to the person for whose use it 
was intended, and in such quantities and at such times as 
directed by said Physician; and any other use made of such 
spirits will be deemed a violation of this article, and the party so 
bringing spirits into the Prison will be prosecuted by indictment 
as od law directs. 

No convicts are to be delivered to any sub-Lessee by the 
Gulf & Ship Island Railroad Company until the contract with 


such sub-Lessee is submitted to and approved by the Board ot 
Control 
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4. To ascertain. the number of convicts which the Gulf and 
Ship island Rai road Company shall work on that road, the total 
number who are strictly able-bodied shall be ascertained by an 
inspection by the Physician to the Penitentiary in connection with 
the Board of Control and Superintendent, and at least one-half of 
that number shall be kept emploved in the construction of that 
road. 

$5. These rules shall be posted at each camp and at the Peni- 
tentiary and the prisoners fully informed of all rutes for their dis- 
cipline and government. 

56. Each Lessee. Sub-Lessec, officer and guard shall be fur- 
nished by the Superintendent with a printed copy of the rules and 
regulations adopted by the Board of Contro! for the government 
and control of the Penitentiary. . 

57. The Superintendent of the Penitentiary is charged with the 
enforcement and observance of these rules and regulations. 

58 (Adopted February 16, 1887 ) There shall be endorsed on 
the reports required by Rule 51, the names of all persons em- 
ployed aud on duty as guards at the time said report is made out, 
also the names of such guards as miy have been discharged since 
last report. 

59. (Adopted February 16 1887) The Lessees (the Gulf and 
Ship Island Railroad Company) shall make a report to the Board 
of Control on the first day of each month, of convicts not em 
ployed on public works, similar to that required by Rule 51, 
showing, in addition, the number of convicts confined within the 
walls, the number sent out on p:blic works, to whom sent, and 
at what point, the number returned during the month from the 
convict camps, and the cause of their being returned. 

Go. (Adopted February '6, 1887) The Physician in attend- 
ance at the Penitentiary shall prescribe the diet necessary for sick 
convicts, and such food as is required by his prescription shall be 
provided hy the Lessees, aud the same rule shall apply to the 
convict camps, and the Physician in attendance at such camps.
